Last week Pastor Bruce # Ed Broestl # Chris Goble, and I 
were in Ohio # for a CORE theological conference and for 
the official beginning of the North American Lutheran 
Church. We heard the best Lutheran theologians in Amer- 
ica # and we stood with more than i # ioo others to welcome 
the new church. But there was another, much smaller 
gathering that was the high point of the week for me. 

Some weeks ago # Pastor Dan had arranged to give 
our $30,000 anniversary check to Pastor Gemechis Buba; 
he agreed to see that the funds are used to support the 
Denver Oromo church, since they don't have a pastor yet. 
Pastor Buba was a CORE conference speaker, and the 
meeting was an opportunity to give him the check person- 
ally. Ed was to do the honors. 

When we joined Pastor Buba # two men were with 
him. He introduced us # we shook hands, and Ed presented 
the check. Only then did we realize who these men were - 
the leaders of the Lutheran Churches in Tanzania and 
Ethiopia. They came to join Pastor Buba to thank our con- 
gregation for our gift to our Oromo brothers and sisters in 
Christ. These two bishops are leaders of more than ten 
million Lutheran Christians! And they were there to thank 
Faith Community Lutheran Church! 

After Ed presented the check, Pastor Buba invited us 
to pray # and the seven of us locked arms as if we were in a 
football huddle. And we prayed. The joy # the thankful- 
ness, the excitement of our common mission, the sense of 
unity we shared during those few minutes are a living wit- 
ness to the reality that we are the Body of Christ, the 
Church, holy and world-wide. 

In Pastor Bruce's sermon on our anniversary week- 
end, he spoke about the great crowd of witnesses cheer- 
ing us on. We heard lots of cheers for FCLC last Friday. 
May I thank each and every one of you for your thoughtful 
and prayful donations in making this expression to grow 
the Kingdom.
